Memorial 
'Statue to Mcade. 
A Gettysburg dispatch to the Phila- 
delphia Enquirer: A t the recent meet- 
ing of the Military Order of the Loyal 
Legion, in Pittsburg, the subject of er- 
ecting at Gettysburg a monument to 
General 
Meade 
and 
his 
corps-com- 
manders was discussed 
by Governor 
Beaver, Colonel Nicholson, of the State 
Commission onGettysburg monuments; 
General Caldwell and other prominent 
members of* the State 
Commandery, 
and a plan which has been under con- 
sideration for a long time v/ill undoubt-s 
edly be brought before the Legislatures 
of Pennsylvania and other States. 


The soldiers of Pennsylvania have 
long 
desired 
to see 
at 
Gettysburg 
statues of Generals Meade and Han- 
cock. 
It is a subject which has bsen 
discussed for years at every important 
gathering of the survivors of Gettys- 
burg. 
Of late both the Loyal Legion 
and Grand Army have given the mat- 
ter a good deal of attention, and, in 
fact, at the the late meeting of the le- 
gion a 
communication was 
received 
from a Grand A r m y Post asking the 
co-operation of the legion in pressing 
upon the next Legislature the import- 
ance of making an appropriation for a 
Meade statue. 


The recent visit of the Comte 
de 
Paris to Gettysburg has served to in- 
crease the interest in the subject. 
The 
Count was delighted with his visit to 
that battlefield. 
H e said he had no 
conception of the actual effect which 
the long 
line of regimental markers 
and monuments and makes upon the 
beholder. 
T o the score qf Frenchmen 
visiting this country who called upon 
the Count 
to pay their "respects and 
who told him that they had been to 
New York, Philadelphia, Washington, 
Niagara or the YosemitCjt he invariably 
asked: *»Havc you been tb Gettysburg?*' 
and when 
they 
told 
him 
«»No," he 
would reply: ''By all means, go. 
It is 
the 
finest 
marked 
battlefield in the 
world. 
You can see nothing like it in 
Europe." 
In consequence, Frenchmen 
have begun to register at the Gettys- 
burg hotels and the number is steadily 
increasing. 
It 
is thought 
that 
this 
will be the beginning of a tide of Eu- 
ropean visitors to the famous battlefield. 


It is now proposed to erect to Meade 
and his corps commanders, Reynolds, 
Hancock, Sickles, Sedgwick, Howard, 
Slocum and Pleasanton, a joint mon- 
ument which will be such a work of 
art as can be seen nowhere else in the 
country. 
The 
leading 
sculptors 
of 
America, including St. Gaudens and 
Ward, have already signified their wil- 
lingness to carry out the pLns. 
The 
only motnted 
figure 
will be that of 
Meade, the commander of the army. 
The corps commanders,on foot,will be 
grouped about the commander. 
The 
.figure will be of bronze, the base of 
the granite which has just been opened 
here. 
It is intended that Pennsylva- 
nia shall supply the base and the fig- 
ures of Meade, Reynolds and Hancock; 
the New Yoric Legislature will be ask- 
ed to contribute the stuiues of Slocum 
and Sickels, Maryland that of Sykes, 
Connecticut 
that 
of 
Sedgwick, 
and 
Maine that of 
Howard. 
Pleasanton 
was born in the District of Columbia. 
Meade, Pweynolds, Hancock, Sykes and 
Sedgwick all being dead, their statues 
will be erected at 
once. 
Tbe 
other 
appropriations will come into effect on 
the deatti of the generals now surviv- 
ing. 
There will 
be no 
competition 
asked for among sculptors. 
Each fig. 
ure will be assigned to the sculptor who, 
from his acquaintance with the subject 
or other reasons, can make the most 
satisfactory statue. 


The plan has the hearty approval, 
among many others, of Governor Beav- 
er and Col. Nicholson, the former of 
whom was in Hancock's corps, and the 
latter of whom in later years was the 
particular military confidante of Gen. 
Hancock. 
When 
asked 
whether 
in 
in view of the discussion in regard to 
Gettysburg there ^was likely to be ob- 
jection from any source to subordinat- 
ing the corps commanders to the gen- 
eral-in-chief, as would be indicated by 
the relative 
positions of the statues. 
Colonel 
Nicholson 
said; 
«»How 
can 
there be? In fact they were so subor- 
inate to Meade, 
As far as Hancock 
was concerned, on every occasion he 
gave the credit of Gettysburg to Mead." 


Hancock's own services at Gettys- 


burg were so great that the approval of 
this design by Hancock's friends can 
hardly fail to carry with it the approv- 
al of the friends of all the other corps 
commanders. 
It is thought, too, that 
such a statue, doing impartial justice to 
rank, will have an excellent effect in 
in quieting the discussions over Get- 
tysburg.

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From returns made 
to 
the 
State 
Board of Agriculture 
from numerous 
farms in forty-seven counties it is found 
that farms now worth $2,848,763 are 
paying a tax to the amount of §2 7,074.- 
12 each year. 
On an average the tax 
duplicate contains personal property to 
the amount of 10 per cent, of the act- 
ual value of the farm. 
This amount 
of tax, therefore, represents not 
only 
the value of the farm, but also that of 
the personal property taxed with the 
farm. 
It therefore follows that the tax 
of $27,074.12 is levied upon 
$3,133,- 
639 worth of property, real and 
per- 
sonal. 
This indicates a 
tax rate 
of 
8.63. 
If the amount stated as tax is 
charged against the real estate alone it 
indicates a tax rats of 9.5 mills. 


In the boroughs the tax rate in the 
State averages 13.16 mills, or 3.66 mills 
more than the country. 
Farmers 
do 
not seem, therefore, to pay more than 
their share of the taxation. 


While some counties levy the 
tax 
upon an 
assessed 
value, of less than 
one third of the real value, others levy 
on an assesed value fully equal to the 
value of the farm if placed in the mar- 
ket at the present time^ thus showing 
conclusively that the assessed value is 
no guide as to the rate of taxation.

Tho 
iurs of the blue fox, black fox, white

bear, sable, sea otter, chinchilla, martin 
and ermine come from Russia and her 
Siberian possessions. 
But these regions* 
do not supply all that lashion craves for. 
In every furrier's store are skins from 
South America, Australasia, China, In- 
dia, Africa, Thibet and the woild-famed 
vale of Cashmere. 


The fur trade of the far eastern coun- 
tries is a peculiar one. 
Tho fair at 
liizhnee Novgorod is the Mecca toward 
which many caravans wend their way. 
It is held during the month of August, 
and while almost every 
conceivablo 
article of merchandise is dealt in, furs 
fo7'm the grest bulk of the trade. 
At 
last year's fair the M'hole offering of 
720,000 Bokhara ox skins was taken for 
the American market at advanced iisr- 
•ores. Novgorod, too, is tho mart for 
Astrakhan. 


The great European centre of the 
trade is Loudon, whither nearly all too 
the furs go at some stage of their exist- 
ence.

At eight in the evening we arrived at 


Iia.s Tablas, the nearest port to the 
famous Callao gold mines, that were 
for several years among the most pro- 
ductive in the world. Of late, however, 
their yield lias been falling oS". until

Yenezuelan Ropubllo. 


At eight in the evening we arrived at 
Li^s Tablas, tho nearest port to the 
famous Callao gokl mines, that were 
for several years among the most -pvo- 
ductive in tho world. Of late, however, 
their yield has been falling oft', xintil 
the lárice of shares that paid ten dollars 
each per mouth upon a par value of 
two hundred dollars has 
dwindled 
down to one dollar. 
The decrease, it 
is said, is due i)artly to a change of 
management and j^artly to a contrac- 
tion of the vein of ore. 
Hhafts have 
been sunk only to the depth of oiglifc 
hundred feet, however, and it is ex- 
pected that as they i^rogress more Avill 
be obtained. 


The gold was brought aboard in 
four boxes, each containing two bars of 
a thousand ounces tied uji in gunny 
cloths, with a wooden buoy attached in 
case of an accident coming oif tho 
steamer. 
Tliev were thrown down on 
the cabin floor with apparent careless- 
ness, but two well-armed men watched 
tiiG treasure carefully all night, and in 
the morning it was to bo landed at 
Ciudad Bolivar, in transit for Caracas, 
where it is coined. 


AVhen that morning came, as it does 
down here, almost Avith a bang like 
Pat's sunset, the steamer was tied head 
and stern to volcanic rocks half imbed- 
ded in white sand, alongside a steep 
hill of the samo, some sixty feet high. 
Up and down its shifting side a few dis- 
consolo-te donkeys Avere climbing, car- 
rying grass upon which to feed the 
rest of the clay; and at the top a dark 
wall stretched along the town front, 
showing above it v. few 3'ellow walled 
^flat-roofed houses. And that is all that 
is visible at first glance of tho fourth 
city of the Venezuelan Republic. 


After this difíicult hill was surmount^ 
ed, the town developed into a rambling 
lot of streets upon a series of hills, the 
highest one crowned by a cathedral 
church and a pretty little square con- 
taining one fair bronze statue of the 
gxvat Bolivar, and four wretched plas- 
ter ones, representing the four coun- 
tries that owe their freedom to his 
statesmanship and valor.—Dr.

In washing woolen blankets, to avoid 


ihrinkage, do not have the

•waters of widely different degrees of 
heat, and do not apply soap directly to 
them. The best way is to dissolve two 
tablespoon! uls of borax in hot water, and 
add the solution to a tub half full of 
very hot water. Put in the blankets, 
and let them remain one hour, stirricg- 
ofren and rubbing with the hands, but 
never on a washboard. 
Squeeze them 


out of this suds, prepare another water of 
the same temperature containing but on& 
tablespoonful of borax and enough fin& 
white soap to make nice suds. Im- 
merse the blankets, and repeat the same 
process of cleaning as rhe first. After- 
ward rinse through two clean waters of 
the same temperature as the others, and 
dry. — Brooklyn Citizen.

EOW TO USE A 


It is often a matter of importance in a- 


small family to know how to use a ham 
to the best advantage. If one lives in a 
city or town, ham can, as a rule, be 
bought by the slice, although this is an. 
expensive way in which to buv it. If 
however, one lives in the countrv, it mav 
not always be possible to do this. TThen 
the weather is cold the housekeeper can 
manage in this way: half the ham can be 
used for boiling or frying and the other 
half be steamed. Begin to cut the ham 
at the large end. First slip a sharp knife- 
between the fat and rind and separate 
the rind from the fat aboufc one-third the 
length of the ham. 
IvTow turn back the 


rind and trim off the brown part of the 
fat. 
Cut off- as many thin slices as voa 


you may require for frying or boiling, 
being sure to cut across the bone. If yoa 
have a meat saw, cut tiirough the bone,, 
as a butcher would do.

In washing woolen blankets, to avoid 
ihrinkage, do not have the 
diiTerent 
•waters of widely different degrees of 
heat, and do not apply soap directly to 
them. 
The best way is to dissolve two 
tablespoonfuls of borax in hot water, and 
add tho solution to a tub half full of 
very hot water. 
Put in the blankets,

HOW TO USE A nA>r. 


It is often a matter of importance in a- 
small family to know how to use a ham 
to the best advantage. 
If ono lives in a 
city or town, ham can, as a rule, be 
bought by tho slice, although this is an 
expensive way in which to buy it. 
If, 
however, one lives in the country, it may 
not always bo possible to do this. When 
the weather is cold the housekeeper can 
manage in this way: half tho ham can be 
used for boiling or frying and the other 
half be steamed. 
Begin to cut the ham 
at the large end. First slip a sharp knife 
between the fat and rind and separate 
tho rind from the fat about one-third the 
length of the ham. 
Now turn back the- 
rind and trim oil the brown part of the 
fat. 
Cut oii as many thin slices as you 
you may require for frying or boiling, 
being sure to cut across the bone. If you 
have a meat saw, cut through the bone^ 
as a butcher would do. 
Now draw the 
rind forward and press it down on the 
ham. 
This will protect the exposed sur- 
face, keeping it clean aud moist. 
Wrap 
tho ham in thick brown paper and hang 
it in a cool place. 
Continue to use it in 
this manner until about half of it is con- 
sumed, being sure to keep all the rindL 
attached to the ham. 


When ready to steam or boil the ham,, 
cut oil the bare bone, if you have not 
done this each time you cut off slices. 
Scrape and wash the ham and fasten with 
skewers, over the end, the large piece of 
loose rind. 
Place in a deep pan and let. 
it soak iu cold water over night. In the- 
morning place in tho steamer and cook 
for five hours. 
At tho end of this time 
take from the steamer and draw oH the- 
rind. 
Now pi ace in a dripping-pan, tho 
fatty side up, and sprinkle lightly witli 
cracker crumbs. Jiake in a moderate oven 
for one hour. 
This dish may be served 
hot or cold. 
Should it bo inconvenient. 
to use a steamer the ham may be boiled 
for four hours and a half. 
In this case 
the soaking may be omitted. 
The meat 
should be put in a kettle with boiling 
water enough to cover it, and during the 
four hours aud a half the water should 
only bubble slightly. After this prelimi- 
nary cooking, proceed as if the ham 
were steamed. 
After a ham has been 
cut it is much better if it can be steamei 
instead of boiled.—Housewife, 


COLD ENTREES, 


Cold entrees are very elegant dishea; 
for breakfasts, 
dinners and 
suppers, 
writes Mrs. E, R. Parker, in the Courier- 
Journal^ and will be found quite con- 
venient for such occasions by house- 
keepers, as they are not difficult to pre- 
pare, and can usually be made the day 
before. 
Cold meats already on hand, 
such as game, fowl, fish, lamb or veaL 
may all be utilized in these dishes. 


Entree of Sweetbreads—Parboil a pair 
of fine white sweetbreads, first soaking 
them in strong salt and water for half 
an hour; press them between two plates 
until cold, then cut them into email cut- 
let shapes, 
Melt soma arpic jolly until 
soft (not liquid;; aip each cutlet in it; 
chop some firm, hard arpic; form a. 
circle of it in a round dish, fill the 
centre with chopped celery, arrange the 
cutlets on this, and pour over mayon- 
naise dressing; garnish with fancy col- 
ored arpic. 


Chaudferid of Chicken—Boil a fat, 
full-grown chicken, cut in pieces, remove- 
the skin, dip each piece In arpic jelly 
dissolved, then in bechamel sauce; when 
quite set, fill a dish with chopped arpic, 
lay tho chicken over, garnish with thia 
strips of pickled beets and cucumbers,, 
fill the centre with thick mayonnaise. 
Set on ice. 


Cultlets a la Rouse—Take 
lamb or 
veal cutlets, trim and scrape the bone, 
broil until tender, press until cold, then 
trim into cutlet shape. 
Make a glaze of 
soup stock, 
dip the cutlets in 
until 
glazed. 
Slice a pint of stiff arpec jelly> 
cut in fancy shapes. 
Chop the scraps, 
lay round a dish, and garnish Avith fancy 
cut arpec, pile the centre with thick 
mayounuise. 


Chaudferid of Birds—Butter ^ dozen 
little moulds. 
Put a bird breast down- 
ward in each, sot in a pan with a little 
•water, and put in the oven for twenty 
minutes, take out, wipe dry, 
dip each 
bird in chaudferid sauce, and lay on a 
dish to cool, when cold lay them in rows 
on a pile of arpec, 
garnish with 
tb* 
jelly. 


Cold Cheese Souffles—Grate ten ounce« 
of cheese (Parmesan i« best) whip half a 
pint of cream and a t-eacup of arpec jelly 
to a froth; stir in the cheese; season with 
salt and cavenne with a little French 
mustaid. 
Pill very »mall paper casea, 
grate cheese over tho top and s^t on ice 
until firm.

The gathering of fruit is at all times 


as. operation requiring care and tender 
"bapn'Sing- la the case of appies, a 
squeeze, or drop, hard enough to pro-

depends.

an additional reason for cartful hand- 
ling the -present seasoa, o\ving to the 
scarcitv or the crop and the high price 
of the fruit. 
In picking from, the trees, 


baskets wuh smooth bottoms should be 
used, and tiie apples laid, not dropped 
into them. By a rough handling of the 
basket ia the interior of a tree or care- 
less movements of the ladder around its 
oiKslue, ^ careless picker cao easily cause 
more loss in an hour than bis wages for 
the entire day would 5>e Trorih. 
The 


same jaan or the same ones, where more 
than one. is required, should always re- 
•ceive the baskets and do the packing. 
Place ilie first tivo rows stem end dovrn 
against the head to be taken OUE when 
nhe barrel is opened for sale or use. 
TTnliormirv in si^e should be observed as 
-closely as possible. It is ahvays best to 
make two ijualities when barreling, and 
the present season, when even very in- 
ferior apples will sell, the latter,if packed 
at all. should make a third class. Leaves 
4ind twigs ought to be carefully ex- 
cluded a«d the apples should be pressed 
in. so there will be no shaking when 
muring the barrels around after these 
Are filled and iieaded up.—2feis

GETTING SID 05' QCACK CHASS. 


Quack grass, or witch grass, is some- 


thing not easily gotten r:d of. It may 
well seem a waste of labor to plow and 
cultivate this weed, for the more this is 
•done intermittently the more it spreads. 
Every root will grov.- and make a new 
plant in the course of a few years after it 
has been nearly eradicated, being as bad 
as ever. Yet continuous culture during 
& single growing season will entirely de- 
stroy it. 
The cultivation must bs often 


enough so that not a single spear of the 
grass reaches the surface. Where quack 
grass has grown unmolested several years 
it; is a good plan to plow the piece iuss 
•deep eaoagh to throw to the surface the 
network of main roots which are found 
exactly on the hard pan left by the keel 
•of the plow in previous vears. It is often 
possible in this way, by careful plowing, 
to throw most of the main roots on the 
.surface, where during the winter they 
will freeze and dry so that they can be 
xaked up in winrows and burned. 
Con- 


tinuous cultivation with some hoed crop 
Tvfil do the business in one season, though ] 
to make sure that none escapes it is bet- 
ter to plant in hoed crops the second 
year. 
Great care is needed to prevent 


-this plant spreading from one lot ail over 
the farm. 
It spreads by its roots, which i 


•sometimes penetrate potatoes, and are 
thus planted by careless farmers. 
Its 


seed usually ripen in August, though we 
have seen it ripened in July enough to 
grow. 
Quack fields should not. there- 


fore, be sown with oats, as both ripen at 
"the same time.— Courier-Journal.

Holding butter only clogs the 


market when it doe=. nad its way to the 
city,- and its depressing influence injures 
all alike from maker to consumer. 
The 


most successful butter makers are those 
who sell their butter as fast as made, and 
try to make the balk of their butter be- 
tween October aad June. 


Whatever the cause of the trouble may 


be, we would suggest that when the milk 
is put into" the pans or caas to add to 
each four quarts of milk oae quart of 
water at 125 degrees, and if possible set 
these cans in a tank of cold well water. 
Temper the cream, evenly, and churn at 
the first sign of acidity. As soon as the 
cream breaks up into distinctive globules 
add two gallons of water and a half tea- 
cap full of salt to the churn before trying 
to remove the buttermilk. 
a perfect separation of buttermilk 
butter. 
Wash twice more with clear 


water. 
Salt this wet butter with oae aad 


oae-fourth ounces of salt to the pound 
and chura it in. Let it stand an hour 
and work over lightly, and pack into 
well-glazed crocks. 
Cover well with a 


cloth aad a paste of wet salt; set in a 
cool, dark place where the temperature 
is as near stationary as possible, aad sell 
this butter every week, aad if the cows 
are well fed aad have wheat shorts and a 
little corn-meal it is not- likely that the 
butter will fade or gee salvey.—American 
Ayric'iliurist.

HARVESTING THE APPLE o n o p . 


The gatheriu^ of fruit is ut all limes 
mi operation requiring carc and tender 
handling. 
In the case of apples, a 
squeeze, or drop, hard cnoucfh to pro- 
duce a bruise, renders them unfit for 
keeping purposes, on which much of 
their 
value 
depends. 
There 
is 
an additional reason for careful hand- 
ling the "present season, owing to the 
scarcity or the cro)i and the high price 
of the fruit. In picking from the trees, 
baskets "with smooth bottoms should be 
used, and the apples laid, not dropped 
into them. 
By a rough handling of the 
basket in the interior of a tree or care- 
less moveoients of the ladder around its 
•outside, a careless picker can easily cause 
more loss in an hour than his wages for 
"the entire day would be worth. 
The 
:samc man or the same ones, Avhere more 
than ono is required, should always re- 
•ccive the baskets and do the packing. 
Piaco the lirst two rows stem end down 
:iigainst the head to be taken out when 
the barrel is opened for sale or use. 
Uniformity in si^c should be observed as 
closely as possible. 
It is always best to 
make two qualities when barreling, and 
the present season, when even very in- 
ferior apples will sell, the latter,if packed 
tat all, should make a third class. Leaves 
.and twigs ought to be carefully ex- 
cluded and the apples should be pressed 
in, so there will be no shaking when 
moviuir the barrels around after these 
^ire filled and headed up.—Mio Tork

GETTIKG RID OP QUACK GHASS. 


Quack grass, or witch grass, is some- 
thing not easily gotten r:d of. 
It may 
well seem a waste of labor to plow and 
cultivate this weed, for the more this is 
"done intermittently the more it spreads. 
Every root will grow and make a new 
plant in the course of a few years after it 
has been nearly eradicated, being as bad 
as ever. 
Yet continuous culture during 
a single growing season will entirely de- 
strov it. 
The cultivation must be often 
enough so that not a single spear of the 
grass reaches the surface. 
Where quack 
grass has grown unmolested several years 
it is a good plan to plow the piece just 
deep enough to throw to the surface the 
network of main roots which are found 
exactly on the hard pan left by the keel 
•of the plow in previous years. It is often 
possible in this way, by careful plowing, 
to throw most of the main roots on the 
surface, where during the winter they 
•will freeze and dry so that they can bo 
Taked up in winrow^s and burned. 
Con- 
tmuous cultivation with some hoed crop" 
"will do the business in one season, though 
to make sure that none escapes it is bet- 
ter to plant in hoed crops the second 
year. 
Great care is needed to prevent 
this plant spreading from one lot all over 
the farm. 
It spreads by its roots, which 
•sometimes penetrate 
potatoes, and arc 
thus planted by careless farmers. 
Its 
seed usually ripen in August, though -we 
have seen it ripened in July enough to 
grow. 
Quack fields should not, there- 
fore, be sown with oats, as both ripen at 
the same time.—Courier-Journal,

V f i n BUITER DOEB KOT KEEP, 


J. T, Fowler, Wayne County, N. Y,, 
desires udvice how to prevent butter from 
fading and losing its quality, but as wo 
are not informed Jiow the milk was set, 
the cream cared for, how long the cream 
remains unchurned, etc., our answer can- 
not bo very definite. 


It cannot be the feed, as butter color 
is used; so the fading must bo looked 
after elsewhere. 
It the butter is packed 
in small crocks, the glazing of the butter 
oaay have been imperfect and the porous 


material of the qrock absorbed the finer 
oils of the butter, and color aloug with 
it, and so bleach out a circle of butter 
next to the crook. 
That the butter gota 
'*salvey" would indicate that the tem- 
perature of the cellar was subjected to 
great extremes, hot and cool, alterna- 
ting. This would cause a chemical change 
to go on in the elements not butter, and 
the heat would tend to fuse or rather 
cause the butter to lose its globular form 
or granulation. 
By some *'chauce'* the 
salt may be charged with too much lime, 
and so act upon the butter as to cause^it 
to lose color. 


From the fact that the butter is all 
right when made, and becomes unsalable 
only after being **madc two and three 
months," raises the inquiry, why this 
butter was not sold as fast as made. 
In 
the long run, the butter maker who holds 
butter for two or three months for a rise, 
pays fifty per cent, interest on the ven- 
ture. 
The market and the consumer do 
not want butter that is '^qjd," or has 
been hold for a rise. 
The butter that 
brings highest price is that freshest 
made. 
The good butter made yesterday 
always sells highest and is first inquired 
for. 
Holding butter only clogs the 
market when it docs find its way to the 
city,'and its depressing influence injures 
all alike from maker to consumer. 
The 
most successful butter makers arc those 
who sell their butter as fast as made, and 
try to make the bulk of their butter be- 
tween October and June. 


Whatever the cause of the trouble may 
be, wo would suggest that when the milk 
is put into the pans or cans to add to 
each four quarts of milk one quart of 
water at 125 degrees, and if possible set 
these cans in a tank of cold well water. 
Temper the cream evenly, and churn at 
the first sign of acidity. 
As soon as the 
cream breaks up into distinctive globules 
add two gallons of water and a half tea- 
cup full of salt to the churn before trymg 
to remove the buttermilk. 
This will give 
a perfect separation of buttermilk 
and 
butter. 
AYash twice more with clear 
water. 
Salt this wet butter with one and 
one-fourth ounces of salt to the pound 
and churn it in. 
Let it stand an hour 
and work over lightly, and pack into 
well-glazed crocks. 
Cover well with a 
cloth and a paste of wet salt; set in a 
cool, dark place where the temperature 
is as near stationary as possible, and sell 
this butter every week, and if the cows 
arc well fed and have wheat shorts and a 
little corn-meal it is not likely that the 
butter will fade orgetsalvc}'.—American

The daily product of pulp aud 
paper is almost 7500 tons, and tho chief 
material used is wood, although jute is 
in demand. 


Cordite containing fifty per cent, of 
gun cotton, forty-eight per cent, of 
nitro-glycerinc and two per cent, of 
castor oil has shown very satisfactory re- 
sults at the Springfield (Mass.) Armory 
for use with small arms. 


The United States Navy Department 
is collecting samples of nickel ore from 
all sources of supply from this aud other 
countries, aud with the design of using 
the material for armor plate will invito 
proposals from all mine owners. 


An electrical company of Antwerp has 
despatched by tho last steamer which 
sailed for tho Congo, in Africa, all the 
material necessary for the installation of 
the first telephone line which is to be 
placed along the Congo railway. 


A novel leech jar has been brought out 
in Germany, the innovation consisting of 
a vertical partition dividing the vessel 
into two equal compartments, to be filled 
respectively with pure water and with 
moist pent, so that the inhabitants may 
change their abode at pleasure. 


The cracking of the knot at the end 
of a whip is simply the conclusion of 
the air produced by its rapid move- 
ment. 
The effect differs with the ma- 
terial used for the whip-lash, because 
some textures present a much greater re- 
sistance to the air than others. 


William J. Chamberlain, an inventor, 
of Norwich, Conn., has patented an aiv 
gun with a pressure behind the projectile 
of 1500 to 2000 pounds.

It sends a shot faster 
and further, Mr. Chamberlain says, than 
any oth^r weapon. 


It is said a good cement for joining 
l^arts of apparatuses, etc., permanently 
solid and waterproof, and which resists 
heat, oils and acids, is made by mixing 
concentrated sirupous 
glycerine with 
finely powdered litharge to a thick, vis- 
cid paste, which is applied like gypsum. 
Glass, metal and wood cun be cemented 
together by it. 


The Aucicut (ianie of Golf- 


The ancient game of golf is likely to 
bo extensively played in this country, 
now that fashionable Englishwomen have 
developed such a sudden fondness for it. 
Its violent popularity in South Britain is 
a new thing. 
American visitors to tho 
South of France will recall having wit- 
nessed golf matches at Pvau, where there 
is a '*golf links," as the ground prepared 
for its play is called. 
In ono way tho 
game is more violent exercise than tennis. 
To ** drive" a ball at golf, however, ono 
has to swing the club back with both 
hands over tho shoulder, very much as a 
carpet beater would do it. 
It is not an 
ungraceful sport, however, and for the 
moment it is the rage with English- 
women, golf links being opened every- 
where and golf clubs multiplying by tho 
score. 
As a test of character it is pro- 
nounced by those competent judges, tho 
men, even superior to croquet. Patience, 
sweetness through long-continued ad- 
versity, and a resolute putting down of 
an inclination to advance one's ball by 
other means than fair, are some of tho 
traits it deveiops.—I^ew York Times.
